Should her movements be so steady as to obviate 
sea-sickness, and the estimated speed of twenty 
knots an hour be realised, the Great Eastern will 
have proved a perfect mechanical success. Whether it 
will prove a commercial success is a more difficult ques- 
tion. The present amount of ocean travelling is evi- 
ently not sufficient to supply her constantly with her 
full complement of passengers ; and it is to passengers, 
much more than to freights, that the shareholders 
must look for a profit. On the other hand, a ship 
like the Great Eastern has a tendency to create 
a traffic for herself. There are thousands of people 
in the United Kingdom who are deterred from long 
voyages by no consideration save those of time 
and sea-sickness. Should the Great Eastern 
reduce the passagé to America to six days, 
and should existence on board of her be as easy to 
head and stomach as it is on board a Rhine or 
Windermere steamboat, we think that a vast increase 
of travelling may be anticipated between the coun- 
tries which she connects. The very fact that she has 
room for a multitude will help to fill her, as there is 
nothing like a crowd for drawing a crowd; nor do 
we think that this will be merely temporary in 
its operation, and that after the novelty of the 
great ship wears off nobody will care to go. The cir- 
cumstances of a large population at sea are really so 
distinct from those of the same people on land, and 
will give rise to such peculiar and exciting combina- 
tions, that a voyage in the Great Eastern will come to 
be regarded in somewhat the same light asa tour in 
Switzerland. Everyone that can afford it will 
enjoy it once, at all events, in his life. So that for this 
particular vessel we apprehend no danger of its turn- 
ing out a commercial failure. 
The main question, howev<r, is whether the Great 
Eastern is or is not to be the precursor of a line of 
great ships. And here we must confess to some mis- 
givings. It is of much more importance to com- 
merce, and even to mere pleasure-touring, that ships, 
and trains, and other means of locomotion be multi- 
plied in number than that they be increased in size. 
Frequent departures are what are wanted, and not 
large companies or large cargoes departing at wider 
intervals. Now, such ships asthe Great Eastern 
are really a retrogradé step, considered with respect 
to this want. ‘They require an accumulation at 
the port of departure, and accumulation implies 
delay. At the same time, there is no saying of what 
development our commerce is capable, and it may 
turn out that Liverpool, and Glasgow, and South 
ampton, and Galway itself, may in a few years’ 
time witness the departures of monster steamers as 
frequent and as well filled as the Cunard and Lever 
liners of the present day . 


Few questions of social science possess a greater

inasmuch as Students, to compete for appointments in 
the Army, must be possessed of diploma in Surgery and 
a degree in Medicine, derived, not from the same, 
but from different Colleges ; so that, if she possessed 
the legal right of registering both these qualifications 
at the present moment, her Students, in thisinstance, 
would have to elect between them, as they could not 
make them both available; whilst the gentlemen 
connected with school interests on the Council of the 
College would have to admit a formidable rival into 
competition with them in the education of pupils 
for the College of Surgeons’ license. But the result- 
ing advantage to the cause of Medical Education, 
and to the best interests of the public at large, are so 
palpably manifest that such considerations cannot be 
allowed for one moment to interfere. Both bodies 
are but trustees for the public : tothem they owe an 
account of their stewardship; minor considera- 
tions must yield when such interests are in- 
volved; and we should not be _ discharging 
our duty did we not call on them mutually 
to respect the claims of institutions that 
have, in their respective capacities, done so much for 
the fame and reputation of Irish science. The great 
liberality exhibited by the governing body of Trinity 
College of late years leads us to hope that interests 
apparently conflicting, but in reality the same, will 
be consulted for, to the furtherance of surgical science 
and the satisfaction of the public. 


CONSERVATIVE REGISTRATIONS. 
The Conservative electors of the city of Dublin 
have been reminded of the existence of an active party. 
by sundry ‘papers resembling legal notices, adorned 
with three postage stamps, and signed by men whom no 
one ever heard of. There are “ objections” served for 
any or no cause on the Conservative party, in the hope 
that, through neglect on their part, some votes may be 
erased from the roll. In some cases, half-a-dozen of 
these notices have been served on the same person, whose 
name is spelled in every variety of way.

The Times on Irish Poor Law Management :— 


It is strange to find ourselves quoting Irish manage- 
ment and progress. Who would ever have thought it ? 
Yet here it is in black and white, a sample and pattern 
of Poor Law administration which we have not come up 
to in this country. Is Ireland, that old fractious pupil 
of ours, actually to give us a lesson, and to show us the 
way in social and economical progress? It would ap- 
pear she is doing so, if a reduction in the burden of the 
Poor Law is to be taken as any test, and it has been 
usually considered not a bad one, of national pros- 
perity. Thus, as one part of our empire becomes 
troublesome, another settles. Ireland used to be our 
danger, then it was India; but before the Indian sore 
breaks out the Irish heals. That mystery of “ Divine 
chance” does not try us too cruelly. Fortes fortuna 
juvat: if yon have a substantially good Government 
based on sound principles, it will hold things together 
in the long run; everything will not be ayainst it at 
once, but sdme evils will disappeat before others come 
on. There will be no frightful unmanageable accumu- 
lation. Ilad the Irish grievance gone on, and had Ire- 
land been a coerced rebellious province when the In- 
dian mutiny broke out, what would have happened? 
We need not speculate, because, happily, in fact 
Ireland had lasc then to require an English army. 
The action of the machine is to remove obstruction as 
it arises, and so to cope with each case in succession, 
instead of giving them all time to join forces against 
ou—-the old strategic policy.

DEATH BY DROWNING.—A WARNING TO THE 
INTEMPERATE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

QueEN’s County.—On Thursday morning, the body 
of a man named Patrick Watson, a resident of Graigue, 
in the Queen’s County, was found drowned in the River 
Barrow, near Graigue Bridge. The particulars of this 
melancholy affair, which has thrown the inhabitants of 
the town into a state of great gloom, are as follow :— 
Mr. Watson, who was a respectable man, advanced in 
years, was on Wednesday evening drinking freely in a 
public-house, which is only separated from the river 
by the. road and a wall, in which are two or three 
open places for unloading canal boats. After leaving 
the public-house, he was observed leaning against the 
wall, .seemingly very much inebriated. Nothing fur- 
ther was seen of him until the next morning, when some 
men. who. kappcned to be going to work at an early 
hour observed his lifeless body, which was in a standing 
posture, near the centre of the river, a portion of his 
head beingover water. Mr. Clarke, one of the coroners 
fur the Queen’s. County, held an inquest on the body 
this day (Friday), when the jury returned a verdict of 
é“ Found Drowned.”

“ Some time back, a letter which had attached to < i 
postage stamp which had previously been used, was sei ed 
jn the post-office at Coussay. As usual in such cases, 
the letter was opened to see who had sent it. To the 
astonishment of the post-office authorities, it contained 
the outline of a plot to overthrow the Government and to 
assassinate the Emperor, and bore the signatures of three 
most respectable men in Coussay. The letter was handed 
over to the law officers of the district, and from the inves- 
tigation which they made, they came to the conclusion 
that it was a forgery, and that it had been written to in- 
jure the persons whose names were signed to it, the de- 
faced postege stamp having been attached on purpose to 
‘caust it to be seized. Now, the only enemy the suid three 
pe sons had, was a lawyer named Doussin, and an expert 
<i handwriting declared that the letter was written by 
him. His office was searched, and drafts of similar letters 
Were discovered, as also no less than 93 forgeries. He 
‘was tried at the Court of Assize,’and sentenced to ten 
years’ hard labour, and a fine of one hundred francs.” 

_ I send you two anecdotes which appear in a nice 
journal, called the Avenir, and which are the more inter- 
‘esting as one relates to a man well known in England, 
‘especially amongst racing circles :'— - 

«THe Jockey Club of Paris had several of its mem- 
‘bers among the officers who served in the Army of 
Iteiy. ‘The Viscount de Talon escaped death in a mira- 
tulous way. Whilst charging at the head of his troop 
at the battle of Solferino, he arrived in an Austrian 
square, and received a discharge of balls, which, how- 
ever, only wounded his horse, without touching him. 
The horse fell, but the rider jumped ur. sword in hand, 
and presently had his epi cut through by a sabre; a 
moment after that, he received a second blow on the 


head, but in the confusion of the moment, the hand of 


the soldier who struck him was turned aside so that 
only the flat of the sword hit him ; in another moment 
a dragoon placed his carbine close to the Viscount’s 
cheek, but it missed fire. He then received a violent 
thrust from a !:ayonet, which threw him te the ground, 
but the soldier who gave it was astonished to see 
him get up and run away. The soldier no 
doubt, thought he had some talisman about him, and so 
he had. In the campaign in the Crimea, M. Talon one 
day complained that he had broken the glass of his 
watch, and could not get it replaced. One of his soldiers 
said, “ Lieutenant, you need not take your watch to the 
Palais Royal. [ am a watchmaker, and have some 
tools in my knapsack. If you give me a two-tranc 
Ee [will put you in a glass that will never break.” 


i. Talon gave the man his watch and the money, which 


he very skilfully beat out until it became large enough, 
and then fixed it in the case so as to occupy the place of 
the glass. The Watch then presented this peculiarity, 
that the cases were gold, and what ought to have been 
= was silver. On his return from the Crimea the 
iscouut continued to wear the watch, both as a 
curiosity and a souvenir. He had it in his pocket at the 
battle of Solferino, and it was ngainst it that the point 
ofthc Austrian bayohet struck ; and so violent wasthe 
Wirust that it passed through both eoin and watch. M. 
Talon, in recounting the affair, said he owed his life to 
the two francs, to which a gentleman said that the money 
was very well invested. The Count de Rochefoucauld, 
in charging the Austrian cavalry, received five wounds, 
anda Hulan_ placed his pistol at the Count’s forehead 
and fired, but the ball, instead of shattering the skull, 
went round the frontal bone, tearing off the skin, and 
then passed through his Kepi.” 

A gentleman who was at Solferino told me about 
Talon’s watch having saved his life, and said that the 
charge in which he was so nearly killed was as wild as 
our memorable light cavalry affair at Balaklava. 15e- 
fore reaching the enemy, the Chasseurs d’Afrique had 
to Icap a high bank, and very few of them came back— 
so few, in fact, that it was not thought advisable that 
they should be present at the entry into Paris. The 
same was the case with the 3rd Zouaves, who were cut 
to pieces. —

THE PHYSICAL PHENOMENA OF THE 
REVIVAL. : 

Dr. J. F. Duncan, of Dublin, who has devoted special 
study to the different forms of mental disease, has ad- 
dressed along and able letter, on the subject of the 
physical phenomena of the revival, to the editor of the 
Christian Examiner. After regretting that he had not 
an opportunity of examining these phenomena as closely 
as he desired, Dr. Duncan says :— | 

“ The first observation I made was, that these cases 
are not at all affected the same way. Someare mere 
hysteria; some hysteria passing almost into a state of 
tetanus, with the teeth clenched; or fixed at a short dis- 
tance from each other, the body arched back, and the 
pitient unable to swallow; some are more properly. 
catalepsy ; with the fixed expression of countenance 
peculiar to that disease, insensibility to external 
impressions, loss of sight and speech, tendency to 
see visions and hear voices, &c. far as I 
could obeerve, these were the most numerous cases, 
and in them there was a great susceptibility to be again 
excited by the slightest causes. A skiliul mesmeriser 
would have no difficulty in‘getting them rapidly into the 
state of mesmeric sleep. And there were others in 
which the profiinent symptom was a sudden relaxa- 
tion of al the voluntary muscles, accompanied by great 
and immediate prostration. The only case of this kind 
I saw was a Jad of about fifteen years of age, who was 
carried from a prayer-meeting, along the streets in Bel- 
fast, on a Saturday night, as I was returning to the 
friend’s Shouse where I was staying. These cases, though 
but little described by any person whose writing I have 
seen, were really the most interesting and important, in a 
medical point of view, because the description that has 
been given of them to me bya mest intelligent eye- 
witness is totally dissimilar from anything with which 
the profession acquainted ; they were the cause 
of terror and dismay, not only to the bystanders, but to 
the whole neighbourhooi where they occurred. The 
attack began suddenly, without any premonitory symp- 
toms, in persons not previously ‘antied any spiritual con- 
cern ; they fell d»wn in a state of tatal prostraticn, 
conscious and capable of speaking, but in a low tone of 
voice, with their muscles perfectly soft and relaxed, and 
even the bones feeling to the touch as if they had melted 
away. ‘This state continued for hours, or even days, and 
all at once the depression would pass off as suddenly as 
the original seizure commenced, and the patient would 
become well and cheerful, but weak. Persons thus 
affected were dceply impressed by a sense of their guilt 
during the period of depression ; indeed their mental 
condition was, at such times, one of fixed despair, and 
the alternation Was invariably ushered in by a¢profession 
of faith in Christ, resting upon some text of Scripture, 
ora view of some part or other of the great work of 
atonement. 

“ So tar as I have been able to learn, these were the 
only cases which commenced suddenly in persons pre- 
viously indifferent as to the state of theirsouls. It may 
well be imagined what kind of effect was ; roduced in a 

‘small country town, by the sudden and almost simul- 
taneous occurrence of several of these cases in different 
directions, without any communication with each other, 
and without any obvious exciting cause. 

“ Most of the other forms of attack occurred 
either after the religious movement had already 
commenced in the place, or when the indi- 
vidual was attending some of the meetings, 
and when the attention. had been more or less 
directed to spiritual things. Some of these stated to 
me that they had been under concern about their souls 
for some time before the crisis occurred, and then the 
place ‘where this came on was a matter of accident. It 
might be at a lecture, at their ordinary work, on the 
roadside, or in their own homes. In one most interest- 
ing case, and I believe in multitudes of others also, no 
such crisis was manifested. In speaking with some, 
however, who were thus affected, I was table to form 
any exact idea as to the phase the affection took; all I 
could get them to say was, that they felt weak, and had 
to be helped or carried away from the lecture.”

LISH REFORMATORIEs.— The foundation stone of a winy 
which the Staffordshire Magistrates have agreed to add 
to the Saltley Reformatory, Warwickshire, for the recep- 
tion of the juvenile criminals of their county, was Jaid 
on Tuesday by the Hon. Mrs. Adderley. At the lun- 
cheon which succeeded the ceremony, Lord Lyttelton 
proposed the health of Mr. and Mrs. Adieriey. Mr. 
Adderley, in returning thanks, said he could avt help 
thinking of the strikin contrast afforded that day be- 
tween the habits of this country and those of a neigh- 
bouring country to which we had so frequently looked 
of late. Not long since,the Emperor of France—a'very 
enlightened individual, and now a perfect autocrat—took 
a lesson from the English retormatories, and determined 
to establish them in his owncountry. He forthwith issued 
a sort of ukase to the prefects of the departments, or- 
dering reformatories to be made, and they were made; 
and the result would be that a great number of French 
boys would be well drilled, and would ultimately swell 
the ranks of the enormous Frencharmy. But in Eng- 
land they went to work differently. When, for 
instance, that institution arose, they never turned 
their attention to the Tfekstfy or the Ministry 
of the day. The thing was done by a few indi- 
viduals on the spot; and now, though®the immense 
success of the institution had given it a pro- 
geny of fifty-seven similar schools in various parts 
of the country, and though, having been adopted as 
national institutions, they Were more or less assisted 
by the Treasury and more or lesa fiispected by the 
Government, yet they wWefe io more inspected or 
assisted than wefe schools in New England, for even there, 
with the freest schools in the world, they were more or 
less assisted and controlled by the Legislature of each 
State. Even now the main support of the ra¥ious refor- 
matories was in the hands of a feW private practical in- 
dividuals ; and when a neighbouring county came for- 
ward and said, “We want to establish a reformatory, 


an Emperor or a prefect, but Lord Lichfield, in his 
private capacity, not even as chairman of quartet 
s, after consulting his friends, taid, “Go on ; 
the sum wanted is £800; andifit is not raised I shall 
give it myself.” He (Mr. Adderley) thought that was a 
more healthy foundation for a free country like Eng- 
, and, whether free or autocrat, it was more likely 
to attain the object of educating children, not for tovls 
of the State, but to take their part in the racé of in- 
dustry and intelligence which was the maiiistay of 
a country.

THE REVIVALS IN IRELAND. 

TESTIMONY OF THE REV. DR. EDGAR. 
Dr. Edgar, an eminent Presbyterian clergyman of 
Belfast, has addressed a letter to the British Standard, 
in which he illustrates the opcration of the revival by 
describing the effects which had come under his own 
knowledge, in connexion with a single congregation in 
a country district of Ulster. He first specifies the 
means employed in this congfegation in order to show 
that they are in no respect strange or miraculous. ‘The 
minister is not remarkable for his powers of oratory, 
but a plain, honest, direct preacher, “ going right to the 
understanding and heart.” There are (1) two Sunday 
sermons; (2) a system of Sunday-schools over the 
district; (3) pastoral visitation from house to house 
(4) a network of prayer-meetings over the whole dis- 
trict (100 weekly), át fiveor six of which the minister 
OIB intes weekly; (5) open-air services, at which, two 
or three years ago, when there was no talk of revi- 
vals, there were usually audiences of 2,000 or 3,000. 
The agents assisting the minister are, besides the elders, 
Sunday-school teachers, &v., ordinarily engaged, several 
laymen and Christian women from among the new 
converts who labour in various ways to bring souls to 
Christ :— 
“Many of these are working at home, nine of them 
are travelling around; on invitation’ from many parties 
anxious for their help. A meeting of such is held each 
Saturday, specially to ask for God’s blessing on the 
Sabbath services. I lately attended. ‘The place was a 
butcher’s shop; the butcher, two years since, did not 
know A from B. God converted him, he taught himself 
to read, and he is new a large tract distributor at his 
own cost, anda chiet hand in the revival work. The 
secretary was a working shoemaker—another Carey. 
Others present were day-labourers, a stone-breaker, and 
a blucksinith’s boy. ‘I'he Stolie-breaker, who still sits 
on the foadside breaking stones to earn his bread, is 
one cf four brothers lately converted. ‘Their mother 
was sistcr toa blackguard pugilist, to whom she used 
to be bottle-holder ; and when she entered a shop she 
was watched as a noted thief. Her sons were pests, 
but God's grace has made them vessels of mercy over- 
flowing with goodness for not a few. Ihave heard them, 
and utiter's like tiieri, spe&k and pray in public. I don’t 
defend their pronunciation, grammar, style, or delivery, 
but Isay fearlessly, that their addresses and prayers 
are Scriptural, wise, and powerful, and, as their effects 
show, most wonderfully adapted to do great and perma- 
ment good to persons in humble life like themselves.” 
est Edgar then comes to the effects produced, and 
gnows :— : 
“1. That the revival spirit, activity, and blessedness, 
are strikingly illustrated in the minister’s own house- 
hold. The labours of the pastor’s wife have been blessed 
by some remarkable conversions. A son, previously 
thoughtless, had given his heart to God, aiid determined 
to devote himself to the ministry. ‘The servants of the 
huusehold had become the Lord’s servants. We now 
come to the description of general effects, which we 
must cite in detail :— 
“2. A general effect of God's blessing on the minister 
and his work is an earnest, extensive desire tu hear. 
When, for example, Í lately ecdaducted the Sabbath ser- 
vices of the congregation, immediately at the close of 
the forenoon service, prayer-meetings commenced ; and 
the one assembled in the church I had to interrupt, to 
commence the second service.

ROMA CATHOLIC AND UNITARIAN CONVERSIONS. 
The Rev. G. Johnston, of Govan Free Church, Glas- 
gow, who has recently paid a visit to the North of Ire- 
land, gave the results of his observations in a sermon de- 
livered on Sabbath afternoon last, from the text Acts xi. 
23, to a crowded congregation. In the course of his re- 
marks, wnich, in substance, correspond with the state- 
ments which have elrcady appeared in our columns, he 
said :—Several Unitarians have been converted, and 
have joined churches where Christ is honoured as God 
as wellas man. ‘The otuer day I met, and conversed, 
and prayed with a Unitarian, who was under deep con- 
viction of sin, and who was seeking salvation through 
Jesus Christ as a Divine Saviour. ‘There havealso been 
many cases of conversion among Roman Catholics. I

They de- 
threaten their people with anathemas and severe 
penances should they dare to attend a revival meet- 
ing. But, nevertheless, some of their people venture 
to attend ; and, doing so, several of them have received 
impressions which have resulted in their embracing the 
pure Gospel of Jesus Christ. There is a singular fea- 
ture connected with Roman Catholic conversions. I 
often heard ‘it spoken of. Itis this—the person under 
the impressions and convictions instantly seeks relief 
through Jesus alone, to the exclusion of the Virgin 
Mary and other creature intercessors. ‘There is scarcely 
acase in which the Virgin has been prayed to. The 
cry for mercy has almest always been directed to Jesus 
Christ. This feature is so marked that it has arrested 
the attention of Roman Catholics themselves, and has 
been the means of leading some of them to Him who is 
the only Saviour and intercessor. I know a case of this 
kind. It is that of a young man in County Antrim. 
Soms time ago heand a Roman Catholic acquaintance 
were called to visit a young Catholic woman, a friend 
of their own, and who was in great distress of mind on 
account of her sins. They tried to soothe her, by 
recommending her to ask the intercession of the Virgin. 
But in vain. She prayed and cried for mercy, not 
through the Virgin or any of the saints, but through 
Jesusalone. This exclusive reference to Jesus arrested 
and impressed the young man to whom I havealluded. 
He thought it strange that a girl who had been so well 
trained xs she had been in the doctrines of the Roman 
Churclr should now, when she urgently required the 
consolations of religion, completely ignore the most 
prominent teaching of that Church, and seek mercy 
direct from Jesus. He could not get this out of his 
mind. ‘The result was that he himself became deeply 
convinced of sin, and sought until he found peace in 
Jesus. He is now an earnest Bible Christian, and has 
a great love to Roman Catholics,and a burning desire 
for their conversion. I might narrate to you other 
cases of Roman Catholic conversions, but time will not 
permit.— Witness. 


NEWRY AND ARMAGH RAILWAY.—MEETING 
IN ARMAGH. 

ArmMaGH, Tutrspay.—This day, a large meeting of 
shareholders ot this company was held in the Market- 
house, in pursuance of a resolution passed at the half- 
yearly meeting of the company, held in Newry on the 
29th ult. The meeting was convened by a sub-com- 
mittee, appointed to expluin to the sharehojders of this 
city and neighbourhood “certain matters of importance 
to their interests and the welfare of the company.” 

On the motion of Mr. M'Cann, seconded by Mr. Gard- 
ner, Wm. Kirk, Esq., was called to the chair. 

Dr. Riggs said the next thing to be done was to ap- 
point a local secretary, and he moved that Mr. T. Smith 
be appointed. 

The motion was unanimously carried. 

The Chairman said, as they had been kind enough to 
place him in the chair, he would explain to them the ob- 
jcct of the present meeting. It was simply this—The 
directors had, from the very first, found that they could 
not carry on with that satisfaction aad success which 
they desired the railway from Newry to Armagh, unless 
10,100 shares were subscribed for. Eight thousand were 
subscribed for in the first instance ; but Mr. Stirling, 
who had originally purchased 1,200 shares, had been of- 
fered certain advantages by the Newry and Dundalk 
Steamboat Company to give up his interest in the line, 
and in compliance with this offer he had taken up his 
shares, on Which he had paid a deposit. This step had 
becn taken ly Mr. Sti:ling, not on account of any want 
of confidence in dither the kngl.sh or Irish directors of 
the company, but because something at least equally 
profitable had been offered him. But his withdrawal 
from the list of shareholders had leit the company defi- 
cieht to the number of 3,000 shares of the number ori- 
ginally required. Of this nuniber the English direc- 
tors had guaranteed to have 1,500 sold, pro- 
vided the remaining 1,500 were taken up in 
Ireland. He (Mr. Kirk) could not doubt for a moment 
that this could be very easily accomplished, from 
what he knew of the people of this country. For his 
own part, although he held 200 shares in the com- 
pany, he did not expect to derive any benefit from 
the advantages of such a line. He was about six 
miles from Armagh, on a road which was all up-hill, 
and about five from Casticblayney, which was down 
a hiil,* and he did notthink that he should make use 
ot the new line for transporting goods. But he 
knew that as soon as a line of railway should be 
mide across the town of Newry, and the Bar of Car- 
lingford. removed, and the river between Newry and 
Warrenpoint deepened, so as to allow a steamer to 
pass up and down, that would be the direct route for 
the conveyance of goods from the manufacturing dis- 
trict of Lancashire to the port of Galway: And there 
was every reason to believe that in the course 
of a short time this would all be accomplished. ‘The 
prospects of the company were bright. Ifthe 10,000 
shares were taken up everything would go on smoothly, 
and the line would be finished and working in less than 
two years. ‘To effec. this, they had only to dispose of 
1,550 shates in Ireland. ‘This; he felt confident, would 
be easily done in Armagh, Markethill, atid Newry. 
He hoped the present meeting woul] come to some re- 
solution which would have the effect of accomplishing 
what appeared to him to be so very small, yet so very 
important, an object. 3 
r, Wm. Jones Armstrong proposed the first resolu-

The resolution was seconded by Mr. M‘Cann, and 
unanimously carried.

The meeting in this case was for the purpose of pass- 
ing a final examination. 
r. Kernan, Q.C., appeared for the assignee, and 
opposed the bankrupt, who was a chandler in the city 
of Limerick, on the ground that he had not made a full 
and true disclosure of his affairs. His debts were 
6114. ; the assets amounted to about 86/, embracing 
moveable chattels, furniture, &c., and accordin: to the 
act he was entitled te 20/. worth, so that there would be 
only about 60/. remaining to mect his liabilities. During 
the two years he had been in business his entire profits 
amounted to 264/.; his trade disbursements were 1791, 
and his private disbursements 198/. From this state- 
ment of his affairs he considered that he had been very 
improvident, and that there were good grounds for re- 
fusing to pass the final examination. 
The Bankrupt was then examined at considerable 
length by Mr. Kernan, and stated that in 1855 he 
dissolved partnership with his brother, in the chandlery 
business; up to that time they had traded as Thomas and. 
John Peacock; there was no writing between them 
then or previously. After the dissolution of partnership, 
the name under which the business was carried on was 
changed, but he gave no notice to the creditors of the 
change which had occurred, and continued to deal with 
the same parties as before. Ile did not consider the firm 
largely in debt in 1855; on the contrary, he believed that 
all their debts could have been paid then. They never 
kept any regular byoks. During the partnership his 
brother took £1 a week,and he another; and, as the 
business could have been carried on as well by one as 
both, he agreed to allow his brother, if he withdrew, £1 
a week for two years, and £100 besides. When witness 
stopped payment he had not £20, but during all the 
time he was paying nis brother £1 a week he thought 
he would have been able to go on. 

Mr. Greaves appeared for the bankrupt, and contended 
that he had made a true and full disclosure of his effects; 
that the special account which had been demanded last 
April had been furnished and vouched ; and that the 
official and trade assignees had expressed themselves 
satisfied with it yesterday. Under these circumstances 
he submitted that the bankrupt was entitled to pass his 
final examination. " : 

His Lordship inquired whether there was any chance 
ef reulising anything out of the estate for the creditors, 
and was informed by the trade assignee that there was 
very little, in as much as the estate was quite meagre. 
He then said that he was not satisfied as to the connec- 
tion which existed between the bankrupt’s brother and 
himself in trade, and for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether he was responsible or not, he would adjourn 
the case for a fortnight.
